This  is  the  sixtieth  season  of  the  Boston  Pops  in  Symphony  Hall. 

They  began  in  1885  in  the  old  Music  Hall,  which  was  located  in 
downtown  Boston,  in  the  area  where  Loew's  Orpheum  now  stands. 
There  they  continued  each  summer  but  one,  through  1899.  Symphony 
Hall,  which  was  to  be  the  Orchestra’s  new  home,  was  not  completed 
until  the  autumn  of  1900,  so  that  the  Pops  were  played  in  Mechanics’ 
Hall  in  the  summer  of  that  year,  and  therefore  were  not  heard  in 
Symphony  Hall  until  1901. 

As  a salute  to  this  sixtieth  anniversary,  Arthur  Fiedler  is  presenting 
this  week  some  selections  from  the  opening  concerts  of  1901.  They 
are:  Thomas’  Overture  to  “Mignon,”  the  Second  Suite  from  Bizet’s 
“L’Arlesienne,”  and  Berlioz’  “Rakoczy  March.” 

New  items  being  brought  to  the  Pops  this  season  by  Mr.  Fiedler  are: 
music  from  the  stage  production,  “Camelot,”  and  from  three  of  the 
leading  film  plays  — Parade  of  the  Charioteers,  from  “Ben  Hur,”  the 
Theme  from  “Exodus,”  and  the  Theme  from  “The  Apartment.”  Also 
new  are  Gershwin’s  “Cuban  Overture”  and  “I  Got  Rhythm”  Variations 
for  Piano  and  Orchestra.  In  honor  of  the  sesquicentennial  of  Franz 
Liszt’s  birth,  Mr.  Fiedler  is  presenting,  with  Earl  Wild  as  soloist,  the 
“Hungarian  Fantasy.”  Mr.  Fiedler  also  will  introduce  the  orchestration 
of  Liszt’s  piano  solo,  “Grand  Galop  Chromatique.” 

Another  anniversary,  of  particular  interest  to  Pops-goers,  is  the 
fortieth  of  Jacobus  Langendoen  as  cellist  with  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra.  After  many  of  these  years  as  first  cellist  at  the  Pops,  he  has 
asked  to  be  relieved  from  the  responsibilities  of  that  post.

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Program  Notes

OVERTURE  TO  “MIGNON”  - THOMAS  (1811-1896) 

In  the  lovely  slow  melody,  Mignon  sings  of  the  beautiful  warm 
southern  country  where  she  vaguely  remembers  once  living.  “Knowest 
thou  that  land?”  are  the  opening  words  of  her  song. 

A dancer  in  a group  of  gypsy  entertainers  wandering  through 
Germany,  Mignon  remembers  no  associates  but  these,  no  family  of 
her  own.  Actually,  she  is  of  noble  birth,  was  kidnapped  as  a baby. 
Her  tragic  situation  as  a gypsy  captive  is  reflected  in  the  opening  strains 
of  the  overture. 

Mignon’s  rival  for  the  affections  of  the  hero,  Wilhelm  Meister,  is 
the  actress  Filina.  She  is  represented  in  the  overture  by  the  song  in 
which  she  describes  herself  in  her  role  in  “A  Midsummer  Night’s 
Dream”:  “I  am  flaxen-haired  Titania.” 

A harp-like  motif  symbolizes  the  aged  and  temporarily  deranged 
harper,  Lotario,  who  befriends  her. 

ITALIAN  CAPRICE  - TCHAIKOVSKY  (1840-1893) 

The  composer  considered  this  Caprice,  “apart  from  its  musical  worth, 
one  of  my  most  effective  orchestral  works.” 

It  was  begun  during  the  composer’s  stay  in  Rome  in  the  Winter  of 
1880,  and  the  orchestration  finished  back  in  Russia.  There  are  snatches 
of  Italian  folk-tunes,  with  a brilliant  Tarantella  for  conclusion. 

CONCERTO  IN  F - GEORGE  GERSHWIN  (1898-1937)

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VALSE  TRISTE  - SIBELIUS  (1865-1958) 

From  incidental  music  to  a drama,  “Kuolema.” 

As  a son  sleeps  in  exhaustion  after  watching  at  the  bedside  of  his 
dying  mother,  strange  music  draws  near.  The  woman  rises,  waltzes 
amidst  unseen  other  dancers.  She  sinks  down  wearily,  dances  again 
with  renewed  vigor.  There  is  a knock  at  the  door.  As  the  music 
hushes.  Death  stands  before  the  woman,  who  greets  him  with  a cry. 

CLAIR  DE  LUNE  - DEBUSSY 

It  is  orchestrated  from  one  of  the  four  divisions  of  the  “Suite 
Bergamesque”  for  piano.  Debussy’s  biographer  Leon  Valias  calls  the 
suite  an  important  work. 

“The  ‘Clair  de  Lune,’  ’’  Valias  writes,  “floods  the  third  piece  with 
an  exquisite  atmosphere,  unmistakably  Debussyan  in  character.”  In 
it,  he  says,  “we  find  the  entire  Debussy  of  the  future.” 

RAK6CZY  MARCH -HECTOR  BERLIOZ  (1803-1869) 

As  Berlioz  was  planning  a professional  visit  to  Pesth,  a Viennese 
concertgoer  told  him:  “If  you  wish  to  please  the  Hungarians,  write 
a piece  on  one  of  their  national  themes.”  This  man  provided  him 
with  “a  volume  of  old  airs.”  From  it  the  composer  chose  for  orches- 
tration the  stirring  march  melody  named  in  honor  of  Ferenz  Rakdczy, 
leader  of  the  Hungarian  revolt  in  1703.

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THE  THREEPENNY  OPERA  - WEILL  (1900-1950) 

Back  in  1728,  the  story  of  this  riotous  opera  had  its  birth  in  London, 
and  was  named  “The  Beggar’s  Opera.’’  John  Gay  won  fame  as 
father  of  the  libretto.  Exactly  two  hundred  years  later,  Gay’s  text  was 
rewritten  by  Bertholdt  Brecht,  one  of  Germany’s  foremost  authors, 
and  with  new  music  by  his  compartiot,  Kurt  Weill,  was  sung  in  Berlin 
as  “The  Threepenny  Opera.”  The  work  had  an  immense  success  all 
over  Germany  and  many  other  European  countries,  including  England, 
France,  Holland,  Denmark,  Hungary,  Poland,  and  Russia.  In  1933  it 
turned  up  in  New  York. 

Brecht’s  libretto  in  turn  was  replaced  by  one  in  up-to-date  American 
style  verse  by  Marc  Blitzstein.  This  version  was  introduced  at  the 
Brandeis  University  Festival  in  1952. 

“The  Beggar’s  Opera”  originated  as  a satirical  revolt  against  the 
pretentiousness  of  Italian  opera  in  London,  with  heroes  and  heroines 
drawn  from  history  and  mythology,  and  behaving  in  an  artificial 
manner,  far  removed  from  the  realities  of  life. 

John  Gay  chose  a rascal  as  his  hero  — Macheath,  a highwayman. 
Handsome,  he  attracts  the  love  of  two  girls.  One  is  Polly  Peachum, 
daughter  of  an  inn-keeper  who  receives  stolen  goods.  Her  rival  is 
Lucy  Lockit,  whose  father  is  a warden  at  Newgate  Prison.  Macheath 
marries  Polly,  and  lands  in  jail  on  complaint  of  her  mother.  Lucy 
connives  at  the  escape  of  Macheath,  but  he  is  brought  back  to  jail  and 
sentenced  to  be  hanged.  However,  he  manages  to  get  out  of  that  fate, 
and  is  reunited  with  Polly. 

Gayety  of  words  and  music  in  the  original  captivated  eighteenth  cen- 
tury London.  Those  qualities  prevail  in  the  Weill  version,  to  captivate 
the  world’s  theater  audiences  in  our  times.

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HUNGARIAN  FANTASY  FOR  PIANO  AND  ORCHESTRA-  I 
LISZT  (1811-1886)  1 

The  composer  first  wrote  the  Fantasy  as  a piano  solo,  then  expanded  | 
it  with  sumptuous  orchestration.  He  believed  that  this  work  and  his  ] 
fifteen  Rhapsodies  were  all  based  upon  Hungarian  folk-tunes;  how- 
ever, in  our  times,  the  scientific  and  exhaustive  study  of  Hungarian 
folk  music  accomplished  by  Bartbk  and  Kodaly  has  disclosed  that 
Liszt  was  mistaken.  The  themes  he  used  were  actually  popular  tunes 
originating  with  obscure  Gypsy  composers,  and  circulated  by  Gypsy 
bands. 


An  excellent  performer  in  the  classical  repertory,  he  has  won  a wide 
public  on  radio  and  TV  programs  both  in  the  classic  and  the  popular 
fields,  in  addition  to  his  successes  on  the  concert  stage. 

SEVENTY-SIX  TROMBONES  (from  "The  Music  Man”)-  ^ 
WILLSON  (b.  Iowa,  1902) 

Professor  Hill  describes  a spectacular  parade  in  which,  there  are  no 
less  than  76  trombones,  and  an  incredible  list  of  band  leaders  including  J 
Pat  Gilmore  (1829-92),  the  great  Creatore  (1871-1952),  and  John  Philip

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“RUSSLAN  AND  LUDMILLA”  AND  GLINKA 
In  this  opera,  that  incredible  genius,  Michael  Glinka  (1804-1857), 
brought  to  bear  a perfect  fusion  of  the  melodic  gift  he  had  enhanced 
by  studying  opera  and  singing  in  Italy,  and  the  feeling  for  instrumenta- 
tion w hich  he  had  developed  by  playing  in  and  conducting  his  uncle’s 
private  orchestra.  He  also  heard  and  studied  music  of  Berlioz  in  Paris. 
The  upshot  was  that  this  second  opera  of  Glinka’s  produced  a sense 
of  “Russianness”  which  was  an  inspiration  and  model  for  composers  of 
such  contrasting  temperaments  as  Tchaikovsky,  Borodin,  Rimsky- 
Korsakoff  and  Stravinsky. 

Not  only  in  Stravinsky’s  “Firebird,”  but  the  more  daring  and  original 
“Rite  of  Spring,”  scholars  have  traced  certain  effects  back  to  “Russian.” 

FANTASIA  ON  “GREENSLEEVES”  - VAUGHAN  WILLIAMS 
Now  familiar  as  the  melody  of  the  Christmas  song,  “What  Child  Is 
This?”  the  theme  of  these  variations  was  coupled  in  Shakespeare’s  time 
with  the  following  lovelorn  sentiments: 

“Alas!  my  love,  you  do  me  wrong 
To  cast  me  off  discourteously  — 

And  I have  loved  you  so  long, 

Delighting  in  your  company. 

Greensleeves  was  all  my  joy, 

Greensleeves  was  my  delight; 

Greensleeves  was  my  heart  of  gold, 

And  who  but  my  Lady  Greensleeves?” 

CONCERTO  NO.  3,  IN  C MINOR  - BEETHOVEN  (1770-1827) 
Less  Mozartian,  more  Beethovenish,  than  the  first  two  concertos, 
this  one  also  shows  an  advance  in  orchestral  mastery.

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OVERTURE  TO  “THE  BARBER  OF  SEVILLE”  - ROSSINI 
Rossini  borrowed  an  overture  for  “The  Barber”  (his  sixteenth 
opera)  from  among  his  previous  operas.  This  is  attested  by  the  earlier 
editions  of  the  instrumental  parts  used  at  the  Pops.  The  title  on  them 
reads,  “Overture  to  Elizabeth,  Queen  of  England”  — his  fourteenth 
opera.  But  it  already  had  served  for  his  eleventh,  “Aureliano  in  Pal- 
mira,” and  his  second,  “L’Equivoco  Stravagante.”  Such  thrift  — the 
exact  reverse  of  Beethoven's  tirelessness  in  supplying  his  one  opera, 
“Fidelio,”  with  four  overtures! 

WATER  MUSIC  - HANDEL  (1685-1759)  arranged  by  Harty 
“Handel's  finest  orchestral  composition,”  Herbert  Weinstock  calls 
this  Suite  in  his  attractive  biography.  Its  spirit  is  that  of  a serenade  — 
music  originally  composed  to  be  heard  outdoors,  while  King  George  I 
of  England  took  an  evening's  trip  on  the  Thames,  with  lords  and  ladies 
filling  the  Royal  Barge,  and  accompanied  by  fifty  barge-drawn  musi- 
cians playing  the  Suite.  Handel  is  believed  to  have  added  afterwards 
to  the  movements. 

“WEST  SIDE  STORY”  - BERNSTEIN  (b.  Lawrence,  Mass.,  1918) 
In  this  metamorphosis  of  the  Romeo  and  Juliet  story,  a second 
generation  American  boy  falls  in  love  with  a first  generation  Puerto 
Rican  girl.  Each  is  linked  with  a rival  'teen  age  gang,  whose  bicker- 
ings supply  the  strife  which  rages  in  the  original  story  between  Romeo's 
clan,  the  Montagues,  and  Juliet's,  the  Capulets.  There  is  a “Ball 
Room”  scene  in  a gymnasium.

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“AVE  MARIA”  - BACH-GOUNOD 

In  1722,  John  Sebastian  Bach  completed  a volume  of  twenty-four 
preludes  and  fugues  which  he  entitled  “The  Well-Tempered  Clavier, 
in  all  the  tones  and  semitones.  . . . For  the  use  and  practice  of  young 
musicians  who  desire  to  learn,  as  well  as  for  those  who  are  already 
skilled  in  this  study,  by  way  of  amusement.” 

More  than  a century  later,  Charles  Gounod  borrowed  the  first 
prelude  in  this  book  as  an  accompaniment,  mated  it  with  a melody  of 
his  own  and  a sacred  text,  and  the  “Ave  Maria”  resulted. 


“L’ARLESIENNE”  SUITE  - BIZET 

These  are  excerpts  from  twenty-seven  pieces  written  to  be  used 
incidentally  with  performances  of  Daudet’s  like-named  drama.  For 
example,  in  French  stage  productions,  the  Adagietto  is  played  in  the 
course  of  one  scene,  while  the  actors  speak.  ’ 

In  the  play,  two  stories  are  unfolded  — the  wrecking  of  a flaming 
romance  of  youth,  and  the  long-deferred  salvaging  of  the  quieter 
romance  of  an  elderly  couple. 

“THE  MOLD AU”  - SMETANA  (1824-1884) 

Here  the  composer  pictures  the  meeting  of  two  streams  — one  cool 
and  calm,  one  warm  and  rippling  — to  form  the  Moldau  River,  after 
passing  through  charming  woodland  scenes. 


“BOLERO”  - MAURICE  RAVEL  (1875-1937) 

First  as  a ballet  to  a choreograph  of  Fokine,  presented  in  1928  by 
Ida  Rubinstein,  noted  Parisian  dancer,  and  oftenest  afterward  as  a 
virtuoso  orchestral  piece,  this  last  orchestral  score  of  Ravel  except  for 
his  two  piano  concertos  brought  him  far  wider  fame,  and  richer  finan- 
cial return,  than  any  of  his  preceding  and  artistically  superior  works.

CLASSICAL  SYMPHONY  - PROKOFIEV  (1891-1953) 

With  art,  with  grace,  with  sparkling  craftsmanship,  Prokofiev  mimics 
characteristics  of  Mozart’s  symphonies,  and  slyly  adds  touches  of 
modern  sophistication  in  instrumentation.  In  less  than  fifteen  minutes, 
he  does  it  all  — although  Mozart’s  greatest  symphonies  require  almost 
double  that  time. 

True  to  eighteenth  century  precept,  the  first  movement  of  the 
Classical  Symphony  is  in  sonata  form  — exposition  built  around  two 
themes;  development  or  working-out;  recapitulation.  The  three 
remaining  movements  supply  contrasts  of  pace.

Season  of  Musical  Milestones 

This  is  the  sixtieth  season  of  the  Boston  Pops  in  Symphony  Hall. 

They  began  in  1885  in  the  old  Music  Hall,  which  was  located  in 
downtown  Boston,  in  the  area  where  Loew’s  Orpheum  now  stands. 
There  they  continued  each  summer  but  one,  through  1899.  Symphony 
Hall,  which  was  to  be  the  Orchestra’s  new  home,  was  not  completed 
until  the  autumn  of  1900,  so  that  the  Pops  were  played  in  Mechanics’ 
Hall  in  the  summer  of  that  year,  and  therefore  were  not  heard  in 
Symphony  Hall  until  1901. 

New  items  being  brought  to  the  Pops  this  season  by  Mr.  Fiedler  are: 
music  from  the  stage  production,  “Camelot,”  and  from  four  of  the 
leading  film  plays  — Parade  of  the  Charioteers,  from  “Ben  Hur,’’  the 
Themes  from  “Exodus,’’  “The  Apartment,’’  and  “Never  on  Sunday.’’ 
Also  new  are  Gershwin’s  “Cuban  Overture’’  and  “I  Got  Rhythm’’  Varia- 
tions for  Piano  and  Orchestra,  and  Chopin’s  Variations  on  “La  ci  darem 
la  mano.’’

CONCERTO  NO.  3,  IN  C MINOR  - BEETHOVEN  (1770-1827) 

Less  Mozartian,  more  Beethovenish,  than  the  first  two  concertos, 
this  one  also  shows  an  advance  in  orchestral  mastery.

A tinge  of  jazz  in  this  work  makes  it  interesting  to  compare  with 
Gershwin’s  Concerto  in  F.  Here  is  a Frenchman  who  had  “arrived” 
as  a modern  European  master,  experimenting  with  an  American  popu- 
lar idiom.

CUBAN  OVERTURE  - GERSHWIN  (1898-1937) 

The  last  of  his  works  for  orchestra  alone,  this  overture  was  com- 
pleted by  Gershwin  in  1934,  the  year  before  his  opera,  “Porgy  and 
Bess”  was  staged. 

SUITE  FROM  “LES  SYLPHIDES”  - CHOPIN  (1810-1849) 

Michel  Fokine  devised  the  beautiful  moonlit  ballet  to  be  partnered 
with  Chopin’s  music  as  orchestrated  by  Glazunov,  in  his  “Chopiniana” 
Suite,  with  an  additional  Chopin  waltz  orchestrated  by  Glazunov  at 
Fokine’s  request. 

ARMANDO  GHITALLA 

He  played  first  trumpet  with  the  New  York  City  Opera  Company 
during  the  1948-9  seasons;  became  first  trumpet  with  the  Houston 
Symphony  for  the  two  years  prior  to  his  joining  the  Boston  Orchestra.

To  Boston  went  the  honor  of  the  world's  first  performance  of  the 
concerto.  With  von  Bulow  as  soloist,  and  a small  orchestra  assembled 
and  conducted  by  Benjamin  J.  Lang,  it  was  introduced  October  25, 
1875,  Music  Hall.  (Its  first  performance  in  Russia  or  elsewhere  in 
Europe  did  not  take  place  until  the  following  month,  in  St.  Petersburg.) 

FREDERICK  E.  T.  TILLOTSON 

Now  completing  his  twenty-fifth  year  as  professor  of  music  at  Bow- 
doin  College,  and  director  of  its  Glee  Club,  he  is  making  his  final 
appearance  in  the  latter  capacity  at  the  Pops. 

JEWEL  SONG  FROM  “FAUST”  - GOUNOD  (1818-1893) 

While  Marguerite  is  daydreaming  in  her  garden  about  the  handsome 
and  genteel  stranger  who  had  eyed  her  with  interest  at  the  Fair,  she  dis- 
covers an  ornate  little  case.  Excitedly  opening  it,  she  finds  it  filled  with 
jewels.  Donning  these,  she  admires  herself  in  a mirror,  and  thinks  that 
it  is  not  herself  she  sees,  but  a grand  lady. 

ELLALOU  HOYT  DIMMOCK 

An  alumna  of  Connecticut  College,  this  native  of  Pennsylvania  has 
made  her  musical  career  largely  in  Massachusetts,  where  she  studied 
with  Marie  Sundelius  and  Grace  Leslie.  She  has  been  soloist  with  the 
Handel  and  Haydn  Society,  and  the  Camerata  of  the  Boston  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts,  and  elsewhere,  and  is  a member  of  the  quartet  of  the 
Union  Church  in  Waban.

“Hand  in  hand  let  us  go  wandering,’’  the  Don  urges  the 
awed  but  doubting  girl. 

LEO  LITWIN 

Long  a favorite  pianist  of  Pops  and  Esplanade  audiences,  he  now 
brings  to  the  Pops  the  first  Boston  performance  of  Chopin’s  Variations. 

“BOLERO”  - MAURICE  RAVEL  (1875^1937) 

First  as  a ballet  to  a choreograph  of  Fokine,  presented  in  1928  by 
Ida  Rubinstein,  noted  Parisian  dancer,  and  oftenest  afterward  as  a 
virtuoso  orchestral  piece,  this  last  orchestral  score  of  Ravel  except  for 
his  two  piano  concertos  brought  him  far  wider  fame,  and  richer  finan- 
cial return,  than  any  of  his  preceding  and  artistically  superior  works. 

WATER  MUSIC -HANDEL  (1685-1759)  arranged  by  Harty 

“Handel’s  finest  orchestral  composition,”  Herbert  Weinstock  calls 
this  Suite  in  his  attractive  biography.  Its  spirit  is  that  of  a serenade  — 
music  originally  composed  to  be  heard  outdoors,  while  King  George  I 
of  England  took  an  evening’s  trip  on  the  Thames,  with  lords  and  ladies 
filling  the  Royal  Barge,  and  accompanied  by  fifty  barge-drawn  musi- 
cians playing  the  Suite.  Handel  is  believed  to  have  added  afterwards 
to  the  movements. 

CLAIR  DE  LUNE  - DEBUSSY 

It  is  orchestrated  from  one  of  the  four  divisions  of  the  “Suite 
Bergamesque”  for  piano.  Debussy’s  biographer  Leon  Valias  calls  the 
suite  an  important  work.

Here  we  have  virtually  a series  of  tone  pictures:  Sunrise  in  the  Alps; 
Alpine  Storm;  Calm  and  Shepherds’  Thanksgiving;  Summons  to  Arms 
and  March  of  the  Swiss  Soldiers. 

MARTIN  HOHERMAN 

Previously  heard  in  solo  appearance  with  the  Pops,  he  now  is 
principal  cellist.  A member  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  since 
1953,  he  had  played  in  the  Warsaw  Philharmonic  and  Radio  Orchestras 
until  1939,  then  served  in  the  British  Army  during  World  War  II. 

SEVENTY-SIX  TROMBONES  (from  “The  Music  Man") — 
WILLSON  (b.  Iowa,  1902) 

Professor  Hill  describes  a spectacular  parade  in  which  there  are  no 
less  than  76  trombones,  and  an  incredible  list  of  band  leaders  including 
Pat  Gilmore  (1829-92),  the  great  Creatore  (1871-1952),  and  John  Philip 
Sousa  (1854-1932)  who  all  seemed,  unbelievably,  to  have  come  to 
River  City,  Iowa,  on  the  same  day.  The  march  music  is  made  up  of 
quotations  reflecting  the  spirit  of  the  extraordinary  parade  existing 
only  in  the  imagination  of  Professor  Hill. 

HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 

The  career  of  Mr.  Dickson  has  alternated  constantly  between  two 
roles.  He  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  as  violinist  in  1938, 
but  was  active  as  a conductor  before  then,  as  he  has  been  since  — at  the 
Pops,  the  Esplanade,  and  his  Symphony  Hall  Youth  Concerts.

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OVERTURE  TO  “LA  FORZA  DEL  DESTINO”  - 
VERDI  (1813-1901) 

The  opera  (in  English  translation,  “The  Force  of  Destiny”)  was  one 
of  the  last  five  written  by  Verdi.  The  overture  reflects  his  increasing 
mastery  of  the  orchestra,  as  he  sets  the  foreboding  mood  for  the  libretto, 
based  on  a tragic  drama  which  he  had  admired  deeply. 

Francis  Toye,  biographer  of  the  composer,  says  that  the  opera,  “from 
the  purely  musical  point  of  view,  remains  one  of  the  most  typical  and 
spontaneous  of  all  Verdi’s  compositions.” 

MORNING,  NOON  AND  NIGHT  IN  .VIENNA  - 
SUPPE  (1819-1895) 

This  overture  was  played  at  the  very  first  concert  of  the  Boston  Pops, 
on  July  11,  1885,  in  the  old  Music  Hall,  downtown,  where  Loew’s 
Orpheum  now  stands. 

CONCERTO  IN  F - GERSHWIN  (1898-1937) 

Unlike  the  “Rhapsody  in  Blue,”  which  owed  its  orchestration  to 
Ferde  Grofe,  this  work  was  orchestrated  by  Gershwin  himself. 

The  success  of  the  “Rhapsody  in  Blue”  in  1924  aroused  mixed  feel- 
ings in  Gershwin.  The  much  admired  themes  were  all  his,  but  the 
skillful  orchestration  was  the  work  of  Ferde  Grof^.  In  the  following 
year  Gershwin  produced  this  concerto,  orchestrated  by  himself.  He  also 
had  the  satisfaction  of  expressing  himself  within  the  form  of  the  classi- 
cal concerto,  and  thus  introducing  himself  to  the  musical  world  as  a 
composer  of  “serious”  or  symphonic  music.  To  top  these  satisfactions, 
Gershwin  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  his  concerto  included  by  the 
English  conductor,  Albert  Coates,  on  his  list  of  “The  Fifty  Best 
Musical  Compositions  of  All  Time.”

MARCHE  SLAVE  (Slavic -not  Slave  - March)  - TCHAIKOVSKY. 

Written  in  1876  (four  years  before  the  Overture,  1812),  this  march 
was  first  played  at  a concert  for  the  benefit  of  Serbs  wounded  in  the 
war  between  Serbia  and  Turkey.  The  sombre  theme  which  gives  the 
special  mood  and  Oriental  orchestral  color  to  the  march  was  based  by 
the  composer  on  the  Serb  folk-song,  “Come,  My  Dearest,  Why  So  Sad 
This  Morning?”  The  second  principal  theme  is,  of  course,  Alexis 
Lvov’s  hymn,  “God  Preserve  the  Czar,”  composed  at  the  command  of 
Nicholas  I,  in  1833,  and  ordered  by  him  to  be  adopted  by  the  Army.

They  are  performed  by  slaves,  male  and  female,  in  the  great  camp  of 
the  Tartar  Chief,  Khan  Kontchak,  the  noble-souled  conquerer  of  Prince 
Igor.  The  Khan  orders  entertainment  to  make  the  Prince  forget  his 
captivity. 

CUBAN  OVERTURE  - GERSHWIN  (1898-1937) 

The  last  of  his  works  for  orchestra  alone,  this  overture  was  com- 
pleted by  Gershwin  in  1934,  the  year  before  his  opera,  “Porgy  and 
Bess”  was  staged. 

“GAYNE”-ARAM  KHACHATURIAN  (1903-  ) 

On  performance  of  the  ballet  suite  by  the  Kansas  City  Philharmonic 
Orchestra,  Robert  Adams  of  the  University  of  Kansas  City,  wrote: 
“The  Ballet  was  completed  in  1943.  The  entire  work,  which  plays  a 
full  evening,  depicts  the  happy  and  prosperous  life  of  the  Caucasus 
just  before  the  present  war.  Gayane  is  a young  girl  of  the  people.  The 
closing  scene  strikes  a patriotic  note  with  the  coming  of  the  war;  the 
stage  is  filled  with  volunteer  soldiers  marching  to  the  defense  of  their 
country.  Musically  the  entire  ballet  is  based  upon  Armenian  folk 
melodies.” 

ITALIAN  CAPRICE  - TCHAIKOVSKY  (1840-1893) 

It  was  begun  during  the  composer’s  stay  in  Rome  in  the  Winter  of 
1880,  and  the  orchestration  finished  back  in  Russia. 

The  opening  trumpet  theme  was  inspired  by  a cavalry  signal  heard 
by  the  composer.  There  are  snatches  of  Italian  folk-tunes,  with  a 
brilliant  Tarantella  for  conclusion.

This  remarkable  musical  comedy  hit  takes  its  plot  from  George 
Bernard  Shaw’s  satirical  play,  “Pygmalion.”  Shaw  re-modeled  in 
modern  terms  the  old  Greek  story  of  the  sculptor,  Pygmalion,  who  fell 
in  love  with  his  beautiful  statue,  Galatea.  In  both  the  play  and  the 
musical  version,  Henry  Higgins,  professor  of  phonetics,  tutors  the 
cockney  girl,  Eliza  Doolittle,  with  the  aim  of  “passing  her  off  as  a 
duchess  in  three  months.”  He  wins  that  objective,  but  to  the  dismay  of 
Eliza,  he  considers  her  as  still  beneath  his  own  social  status. 

OVERTURE  TO  “POET  AND  PEASANT” -SUPPE  (1820-1895). 

Underscoring  the  perennial  popularity  of  the  overture  to  the  for- 
gotten operetta,  “Poet  and  Peasant,”  is  the  fact  that  it  is  available  in 
arrangements  for  fifty-nine  different  combinations  of  instruments. 

LIEBESTRAUM,  No.  3 - LISZT-HERBERT 

Three  songs  by  Liszt,  titled  “Dreams  of  Love,”  were  rewritten  by  him 
as  piano  solos.  This  excellent  orchestration  by  Victor  Herbert  is  a 
reminder  that  the  Irish-born  master  of  American  musical  comedy 
started  as  a serious  composer.  A composition  pupil  of  Seifritz  in  Stutt- 
gart, he  first  wrote  in  classical  forms.

Helena,  Lysander  and  Hermia. 


SUITE  FROM  “LES  SYLPHIDES’’ - CHOPIN  (1810-1849) 
Michel  Fokine  devised  the  beautiful  moonlit  ballet  to  be  partnered 
with  Chopin’s  music  as  orchestrated  by  Glazunov,  in  his  “Chopiniana’’ 
Suite,  with  an  additional  Chopin  waltz  orchestrated  by  Glazunov  at 
rokine’s  request.

'^HE  tunes  were  drawn  by  Anderson  from  the  “Irish  Melodies”  of 
Tom  Moore,  who  wrote  new  words  for  the  airs  in  the  Bunting 
Collection. 

Edward  Bunting  in  1796  published  “A  General  Collection  of  Ancient 
Irish  Music,”  which  he  had  noted  down  two  years  earlier  at  a gathering 
in  Belfast  of  ten  of  the  last  of  the  old  harpers. 

Tom  Moore  used  many  of  these  tunes  in  his  “Irish  Melodies,”  issued 
in  eleven  sets  between  1807-09  and  1834.  He  replaced  the  original 
texts  with  new  poems  of  his  own.  For  example,  “The  Moreen”  became 
“The  Minstrel  Boy,”  “The  Groves  of  Blarney,  “The  Last  Rose  of 
Summer.”

OUVERTURE  SOLENNELLE,  “1812"  - TCHAIKOVSKY 
(1840-1893). 

The  date  is  significant  of  the  Battle  of  Borodino,  which  to  the 
Russians  has  a meaning  similar  to  that  of  the  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill 
to  Americans  — a technical  defeat  but  a moral  victory.  Near  the  village 
of  Borodino,  on  the  Moskva  River,  General  Kutuzov’s  army  and  that 
of  Napoleon’s  invaders,  commanded  by  Marshal  Ney,  fought  from 
daylight  until  late  afternoon.  Losses  were  great  on  both  sides  — more 
by  the  Russians  than  their  foes.  But  even  so,  the  invaders  from  that 
day  were  in  a tightening  grip  of  disaster.

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Program  Notes 

By  Laning  Humphrey 

THE  LOVE  FOR  THREE  ORANGES -PROKOFIEV  (1891-1953) 

The  fantastic  qualities  of  this  opera  are  matched  by  its  history.  Not 
only  the  music,  but  the  words,  were  written  by  the  composer.  He 
.drew  his  plot  from  a satirical  fairy  tale  by  the  eighteenth  century 
Italian  author,  Gozzi.  Translated  into  French,  the  work  was  given  its 
world  premiere  in  Chicago  by  the  Chicago  Opera  Company,  December 
30,  1921.  Prokofiev  conducted. 

The  Plot  of  the  Opera:  No  ordinary  fruits  are  these  oranges. 
Huge  in  size,  the  result  of  enchantment,  each  contains  a princess,  held 
captive  by  the  same  spell,  imposed  by  the  S.orceress.  They  are  hidden 
in  a desert,  where  they  are  to  be  sought  by  the  hero,  a Prince,  as  the 
result  of  incurring  the  Sorceress’  enmity.  (The  Prince,  suffering  from 
melancholia,  had  laughed  for  the  first  time  when  the  Sorceress  acci- 
dentally turned  a somersault.)  After  many  adventures,  the  Prince 
finds  the  three  oranges.  Two  of  the  enclosed  maidens  perish  by  the 
rash  act  of  an  attendant  of  the  Prince.  But  the  third  is  rescued  by  the 
Prince  with  timely  assistance.  Love  at  first  sight  results,  and  Prince 
and  Princess  make  their  escape  from  the  evil  power  of  the  Sorceress.

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HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 

The  career  of  Mr.  Dickson  has  alternated  constantly  between  two 
roles.  He  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  as  violinist  in  1938, 
but  was  active  as  a conductor  before  then,  as  he  has  been  since  — at  the 
Pops,  the  Esplanade,  and  his  Symphony  Hall  Youth  Concerts. 

BALLET,  “THE  RED  POPPY”  - GLILRE  (b.  Kiev,  1875). 

A Soviet  steamer  anchors  in  a Chinese  port.  Its  captain  s heart  is 
touched  at  the  sight  of  coolies  being  overw^orked  unloading  cargoes. 
He  orders  his  own  crew  to  help.  A Chinese  woman  dancer,  Tai-Hoa, 
employed  in  a waterside  bar,  rewards  the  Captain’s  kindness  with  a 
bouquet,  including  red  poppies.  He  gives  a poppy  to  a coolie,  telling 
him  it  is  a symbol  of  liberty.  Her  lover,  Li-Shen-Fu,  watches  Tai-Hoa 
jealously. 

At  quitting  work,  the  dock  laborers  dance,  and  the  sailors  add  to 
the  entertainment  in  groups  by  nationality,  ending  with  the  Russian 
Sailors’  Dance. 

VIOLIN  CONCERTO  - MENDELSSOHN  (1809-1847). 

Its  perfection  of  grace  in  melody  and  delicacy  of  orchestration 
inspired  in  an  English  admirer  the  remark  that  Beethoven  had  written 
the  Adam  of  violin  concertos,  and  Mendelssohn  the  Eve. 

Here  are  qualities  eminently  characteristic  of  Mendelssohn  — melo- 
diousness, fastidious  construction,  utmost  clarity  of  scoring. 

There  is  good  reason  for  the  feeling  for  the  violin’s  capacities  which 
Mendelssohn  shows  in  his  concerto.  Although,  as  a performing 
musician,  he  was  generally  known  as  a pianist  and  organist,  he  was 
also  something  of  a violinist.

Concert-master  of  the  Pops,  he  studied  violin  under  Willy  Hess,  a 
noted  concert-master  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra. 

Prior  to  joining  the  Orchestra  here  in  1934,  Mr.  Krips  played  in 
Europe  under  Walter,  Furtwangler,  Richard  Strauss,  and  Klemperer. 
He  also  toured  Europe  as  soloist  in  a series  of  chamber  music  concerts. 

PIANO  CONCERTO  No.  2,  in  D minor  - MENDELSSOHN 
(1809-1847) 

Much  less  played  than  the  G minor  Concerto,  this  one  also  is  noted 
for  the  absence  of  bombast  and  presence  of  sheer  musical  appeal, 
which  offer  a charming  contrast  to  Liszt’s  love  of  display  in  his  two 
concertos. 

ALLEN  BARKER 

Opening  his  career  at  ten,  he  eventually  studied  piano  at  the  Yale 
School  of  Music,  and  theory  under  Paul  Hindemith.  After  wartime 
Naval  service,  he  resumed  piano  study,  at  the  New  England  Conserva- 
tory, from  which  he  was  giaduated. 

He  has  been  soloist  at  the  Pops  in  Liszt’s  “Hungarian  Fantasy,’’ 
Rimsky-Korsakov’s  little-known  Piano  Concerto  (w’hich  he  introduced 
to  the  Pops),  and  Beethoven’s  Third  Concerto.  He  has  made  four  tours 
in  Europe,  returns  there  next  year.

In  late  January  and  all  of  February  this  year,  she  made  a concert  tour 
of  Mexico  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  U.  S.  State  Department.  Pre- 
viously she  has  appeared  with  the  symphony  orchestras  of  Denver, 
Pasadena,  and  Glendale.  Last  Summer  she  received  an  honor  which

SERGEI  RACHMANINOFF  (1873-1943)

piano  works  reflect  his  position  as  one  of  the  world’s  greatest  pianists. 

His  works  include:  three  symphonies,  four  piano  concertos,  the 
splendid  “Variations  on  a Theme  of  Paganini”  (for  piano  and 
orchestra),  two  operas,  church  music,  chamber  music,  and  some 
distinguished  songs.

The  Good  Old  Songs  Again 

A Boston  Pops  event  which  has  become  something  unique  in  Pops 
A history  is  the  Old  Timers'  Night,  originated  by  conductor  Arthur 
Fiedler,  who  will  lead  it  into  its  thirtieth  year  next  Sunday  evening. 
Season  after  season  it  has  attracted  an  audience  quite  different  from 
all  other  Pops  gatherings.  These  patrons  come  with  the  urge  to  sing 
old-time  songs  of  easy  range,  good  tunes,  bouncy  rhythms,  and  homely 
sentiment.  Moreover,  they  have  the  alluring  advantage  of  being 
accompanied  by  the  95-piece  Pops  Orchestra. 

It  was  on  May  10,  1932  that  Mr.  Fiedler  introduced  the  idea  under 
the  title  of  “Gay  Nineties  Night.”  When  its  resounding  success  brought 
demands  for  an  annual  repetition,  the  designation  was  changed  to 
“Old  Timers’  Night,”  to  allow  extending  the  repertory  from  the 
original  era.  In  the  course  of  events,  there  are  now  at  least  four 
categories  of  Old  Timers  and  their  favorite  songs  - those  associated 
with  the  Nineties,  the  early  Nineteen  Hundreds,  World  War  I and 
World  War  II.

OVERTURE  TO  “THE  BARBER  OF  SEVILLE"  - ROSSINI 

Rossini  borrowed  an  overture  for  “The  Barber"  (his  sixteenth 
opera)  from  among  his  previous  operas.  This  is  attested  by  the  earlier 
editions  of  the  instrumental  parts  used  at  the  Pops.  The  title  on  them 
reads,  “Overture  to  Elizabeth,  Queen  of  England"  — his  fourteenth 
opera.  But  it  already  had  served  for  his  eleventh,  “Aureliano  in  Pal- 
mira," and  his  second,  “L'Equivoco  Stravagante."  Such  thrift  — the 
exact  reverse  of  Beethoven’s  tirelessness  in  supplying  his  one  opera, 
“Fidelio,"  with  four  overtures! 

“AVE  MARIA"  - BACH-GOUNOD 

In  1722,  John  Sebastian  Bach  completed  a volume  of  twenty-four 
preludes  and  fugues  which  he  entitled  “The  Well-Tempered  Clavier, 
in  all  the  tones  and  semitones.  ...  For  the  use  and  practice  of  young 
musicians  who  desire  to  learn,  as  well  as  for  those  who  are  already 
skilled  in  this  study,  by  way  of  amusement." 

More  than  a century  later,  Charles  Gounod  borrowed  the  first 
prelude  in  this  book  as  an  accompaniment,  mated  it  with  a melody  of 
his  own  and  a sacred  text,  and  the  “Ave  Maria"  resulted.

THE  PINES  OF  ROME  - RESPIGHI  (1879-1936). 

In  this  cycle  of  tone  poems,  the  composer  evokes  scenes  and  senti- 
ments associated  always  with  locales  graced  by  stately  pine  trees.  Thus: 
I.  Children  are  playing  games  amid  typical  chatter.  II.  Solemn 
impressions  of  the  Catacombs.  III.  Scene  under  moonlight,  while 
a nightingale  sings.  IV.  Memories  of  soldiers  of  Rome  on  the 
march  in  the  olden  days  of  glory. 

EVELYNE  CROCHET 

A native  of  France,  Miss  Crochet  was  a prize  winner  at  the  Paris 
Conservatory,  and  the  Geneva  International  Contest,  and  received  a 
diploma  of  honor  in  the  Tchaikovsky  Competition  in  Moscow  in  1958. 
Her  teachers  have  been  Yvonne  Lefebure  in  Paris,  Edwin  Fischer  in 
Switzerland,  and  Rudolf  Serkin  in  America.

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Program  Notes 

By  Laning  Humphrey 

"PEER  GYNT"  SUITE,  NO.  i,-GRIEG. 

A T the  request  of  Norway's  greatest  dramatist,  Henrik  Ibsen,  inci- 
dental  music  was  written  by  Grieg  for  the  staging  of  his  fantastic 
poetic  drama.  "Peer  Gynt"  (1867).  This  was  composed  for  two  pianos, 
and  so  performed  in  the  theatre.  Grieg  then  orchestrated  this  version, 
and  thus  created  a masterpiece,  divided  for  concert  purposes  into  two 
suites. 

Story  of  the  play.  Peer  is  the  self-centered,  impudent,  braggart, 
rascally  son  of  the  widow  Aase,  who  never  fails  but  momentarily  to 
love  and  forgive  him.  He  elopes  with  Ingrid,  another  man’s  bride,  on 
their  wedding  night.  Next  day  he  abandons  her  and  disappears,  leaving 
his  mother  to  pay  the  law’s  demand  of  forfeiture  of  her  property  except 
for  the  barest  essentials. 

Encountering  a mysterious  Woman  in  Green,  who  turns  out  to  be 
the  daughter  of  the  King  of  the  Trolls,  Peer  in  his  thirst  for  personal 
aggrandizement  nearly  allows  himself  to  be  transformed  into  a troll, 
complete  with  tail,  so  as  to  inherit  the  Kingdom  of  Trolls.  Just  in

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time,  goaded  by  the  repulsiveness  of  the  bride  ofiEered  him,  he  revolts, 
is  set  upon  by  a tormenting  horde  of  trolls  and  escapes. 

He  returns  to  Aase  as  she  is  on  her  deathbed,  and  showing  real  filial 
devotion,  smooths  her  way  into  the  next  world  — merely  lying  to  her 
to  make  her  happy,  by  assuring  her  in  her  delirium  that  he  is  driving 
her  by  sleigh  to  a splendid  feast  in  Soria-Moria  Castle,  west  of  the  moon 
and  east  of  the  sun. 

An  Arab  chieftain  entertains  him  with  feasting  and  the  singing  and 
dancing  of  a troupe  of  girls.  He  elopes  with  the  Bedouin  beauty, 
Anitra.  She  flatters  him,  then  robs  him  and  flees  with  his  steed. 

At  last,  aged,  beggared,  broken.  Peer  goes  home.  Solveig,  the  girl 
who  fell  in  love  with  him  years  ago  for  his  boldness  and  imagination, 
receives  him  tenderly.  Peer  dies  in  her  arms. 

YOUNG  PEOPLE’S  GUIDE  TO  THE  ORCHESTRA - 
BRITTEN  (b.  1913) 

The  characteristics  of  the  instruments  of  the  orchestra  are  demon- 
strated individually,  then  joined  together,  in  a set  of  variations.  For 
these,  England’s  best-known  composer  of  today,  Benjamin  Britten, 
took  a theme  from  his  great  ancient  predecessor,  Henry  Purcell  (1659- 
1695).  The  present  Narrator,  Leonard  Burkat,  is  the  orchestra’s  Music 
Administrator. 

BURLESKE,  FOR  PIANO  AND  ORCHESTRA - 
R.  STRAUSS  (1864-1949) 

Completed  by  Richard  Strauss  at  the  age  of  21,  with  a touch  of 
Brahms,  wTom  he  then  admired,  it  was  first  performed  in  1890  in  a 
revised  version,  with  Eugene  d’Albert  as  soloist.  This  and  the  premiere 
of  “Death  and  Transfiguration”  were  conducted  by  the  composer.

The  opera  (in  English  translation,  “The  Force  of  Destiny”)  was  one 
of  the  last  five  written  by  Verdi.  The  overture  reflects  his  increasing 
mastery  of  the  orchestra,  as  he  sets  the  foreboding  mood  for  the  libretto, 
based  on  a tragic  drama  which  he  had  admired  deeply. 

“AVE  MARIA”  - BACH-GOUNOD 


In  1722,  John  Sebastian  Bach  completed  a volume  of  twenty-four 
preludes  and  fugues  which  he  entitled  “The  Well-Tempered  Clavier,  ^ 
in  all  the  tones  and  semitones.  . . . For  the  use  and  practice  of  young 
musicians  who  desire  to  learn,  as  well  as  for  those  who  are  already 
skilled  in  this  study,  by  way  of  amusement.” 

More  than  a century  later,  Charles  Gounod  borrowed  the  first  I 
prelude  in  this  book  as  an  accompaniment,  mated  it  with  a melody  of 
his  own  and  a sacred  text,  and  the  “Ave  Maria”  resulted.  fl

This  remarkable  musical  comedy  hit  takes  its  plot  from  George 
Bernard  Shaw's  satirical  play,  “Pygmalion.”  Shaw  re-modeled  in 
modern  terms  the  old  Greek  story  of  the  sculptor,  Pygmalion,  who  fell 
in  love  with  his  beautiful  statue,  Galatea.  In  both  the  play  and  the  - 
musical  version,  Henry  Higgins,  professor  of  phonetics,  tutors  the  | 
cockney  girl,  Eliza  Doolittle,  with  the  aim  of  “passing  her  off  as  a i 
duchess  in  three  months.”  He  wins  that  objective,  but  to  the  dismay  of  ‘ | 
Eliza,  he  considers  her  as  still  beneath  his  own  social  status.

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^ THE  THREEPENNY  OPERA  - WEILL  (1900-1950) 

Back  in  1728,  the  story  of  this  riotous  opera  had  its  birth  in  London, 

• and  was  named  “The  Beggar’s  Opera.”  John  Gay  won  fame  as 
father  of  the  libretto.  Exactly  two  hundred  years  later,  Gay’s  text  was 
: rewritten  by  Bertholdt  Brecht,  one  of  Germany’s  foremost  authors, 
i and  with  new  music  by  his  compartiot,  Kurt  Weill,  was  sung  in  Berlin 
as  “The  Threepenny  Opera.”  The  work  had  an  immense  success  all 
over  Germany  and  many  other  European  countries,  including  England, 
France,  Holland,  Denmark,  Hungary,  Poland,  and  Russia.  In  1933  it 
turned  up  in  New  York. 

' Brecht’s  libretto  in  turn  was  replaced  by  one  in  up-to-date  American 
style  verse  by  Marc  Blitzstein.  This  version  was  introduced  at  the 
Brandeis  University  Festival  in  1952. 

; ENTRANCE  OF  THE  GUESTS  (“TANNHAUSER”) - 
; RICHARD  WAGNER  (1813-1883) 

The  scene:  The  Landgrave  calls  his  minstrel  knights  together  in 
the  great  hall  for  a contest  of  song  before  himself  and  the  various  lords 
: and  ladies  of  the  court.  Their  entrance  is  the  occasion  for  one  of  the 
most  imposing  examples  of  processional  music. 

OVERTURE  TO  “EGMONT”  - BEETHOVEN  (1770-1827). 
Beethoven  wrote  this  work  expressly  to  be  played  in  the  theatre 
before  performances  of  Goethe’s  tragedy,  “Egmont.”  He  composed  the 
overture  while  deeply  stirred  over  reading  the  drama.  Goethe  depicted 
the  struggle  of  the  Flemish  nobleman,  the  count  of  Egmont,  to  free  the 
Netherlands  from  the  oppression  of  Spain.  Egmont  was  captured  by 
treachery  and  executed,  but  his  inspiring  example  lived  on.

WEDDING  MARCH  FROM  “LE  COQ  D’OR”  - 
RIMSKY-KORSAKOFF  (1844-1908). 

The  opera  (and  subsequent  ballet)  takes  its  title  from  the  enchanted 
rooster  which  points  out  the  direction  of  any  invasion  of  King  Dodon’s 
kingdom.  Russia's  great  poet,  Pushkin,  wrote  the  allegorical  ^em  on 
which  was  based  the  libretto  of  the  composer’s  final  operatic  work. 


WATER  MUSIC -HANDEL '(1685-1759)  Arranged  by  Harty 
“Handel’s  finest  orchestral  composition,’’  Herbert  Weinstock  calls 
this  Suite  in  his  attractive  biography.  Its  spirit  is  that  of  a serenade  — 
music  originally  composed  to  be  heard  outdoors,  while  King  George  I 
of  England  took  an  evening’s  trip  on  the  Thames,  with  lords  and  ladies 
filling  the  Royal  Barge,  and  accompanied  by  fifty  barge-drawn  musi- 
cians playing  the  Suite.  Handel  is  believed  to  have  added  afterwards 
to  the  movements. 


OVERTURE  TO  "OBERON”  - WEBER. 

According  to  Edward  Dent,  the  English  authority  on  opera,  “Oberon 
contains  by  far  the  best  music  that  Weber  ever  wrote:  _*e  famous  over- 
ture transports  us  at  once  into  the  realm  of  fairy-tale.

ANIMALS’  CARNIVAL  - SAINT-SAfiNS. 

Among  the  witty  touches  herein:  The  representation  of  wild  horses 
caricatures  pianists  who  ally  themselves  with  speed  and  noise,  rather 
than  art.  The  tortoises  crawl  to  the  greatly  retarded  playing  of  a tune 
usually  heard  at  a very  rapid  pace  in  the  overture  to  Offenbach’s 
“Orpheus  in  Hades,’’  familiar  to  Pops-goers.  To  suggest  elephants, 
the  composer  makes  a ponderous  use  of  the  Dance  of  the  Sylphs  from 
Berlioz’  “Damnation  of  Faust.” 

YOUNG  PEOPLE’S  GUIDE  TO  THE  ORCHESTRA - 
BRITTEN  (b.  1913) 

England’s  best-known  composer  today  elaborates  this  work  from  an 
eight-bar  theme  by  his  17th  century  predecessor,  Henry  Purcell  (1659- 
1695).  The  theme  is  announced  by  full  orchestra,  then  presented  in 
variations  played  in  turn  by  woodwinds,  strings,  harp,  brass,  and  per- 
cussion. They  then  combine  to  repeat  the  theme,  and  afterwards  make 
separate  entrances  in  a fugue.  All  ends  in  an  elaborate  coda.  The 
present  speaker,  Leonard  Burkat,  is  the  orchestra’s  Music  Adminis- 
trator. 

MARCH,  “UP  THE  STREET”  - MORSE. 

At  Harvard  (Class  of  ’96),  Robert  G.  Morse  studied  music  with  the 
famous  Prof.  John  Knowles  Paine.  This  training  resulted  in  Morse’s 
composing  this  march,  a piano  duet  in  its  original  form.  He  took  the 
title  from  his  habit  of  seeking  a pleasant  evening  with  friends  “up  the 
street”  from  his  residence  on  Brattle  Street,  Cambridge.  Published  in 
orchestral  form,  the  composition  got  a fine  start  on  its  long  career  from 
the  then  prevalent  custom  of  dancing  two-steps  to  marches.

WEDDING  MARCH  FROM  “LE  COQ  D’OR"  - 
RIMSKY-KORSAKOFF  (1844-1908). 

The  opera  (and  subsequent  ballet)  takes  its  title  from  the  enchanted 
rooster  which  points  out  the  direction  of  any  invasion  of  King  Dodon’s 
kingdom.  Russia's  great  poet,  Pushkin,  wrote  the  allegorical  poem  on 
which  was  based  the  libretto  of  the  composer’s  final  operatic  work. 

WATER  MUSIC  — HANDEL  (1685-1759)  Arranged  by  Harty 

“Handel’s  finest  orchestral  composition,’’  Herbert  Weinstock  calls 
this  Suite  in  his  attractive  biography.  Its  spirit  is  that  of  a serenade  — 
music  originally  composed  to  be  heard  outdoors,  while  King  George  I 
of  England  took  an  evening’s  trip  on  the  Thames,  with  lords  and  ladies 
filling  the  Royal  Barge,  and  accompanied  by  fifty  barge-drawn  musi- 
cians playing  the  Suite.

According  to  Edward  Dent,  the  English  authority  on  opera,  '‘O heron 
contains  by  far  the  best  music  that  Weber  ever  wrote:  the  famous  over- 
ture transports  us  at  once  into  the  realm  of  fairy-tale.’’

Among  the  witty  touches  herein:  The  representation  of  wild  horses 
caricatures  pianists  who  ally  themselves  with  speed  and  noise,  rather 
than  art.  The  tortoises  crawl  to  the  greatly  retarded  playing  of  a tune 
usually  heard  at  a very  rapid  pace  in  the  overture  to  Offenbach's 
“Orpheus  in  Hades,”  familiar  to  Pops-goers.  To  suggest  elephants, 
the  composer  makes  a ponderous  use  of  the  Dance  of  the  Sylphs  from 
Berlioz’  “Damnation  of  Faust.” 

YOUNG  PEOPLE’S  GUIDE  TO  THE  ORCHESTRA - 
BRITTEN  (b.  1913) 

England’s  best-known  composer  today  elaborates  this  work  from  an 
eight-bar  theme  by  his  17th  century  predecessor,  Henry  Purcell  (1659- 
1695).  The  theme  is  announced  by  full  orchestra,  then  presented  in 
variations  played  in  turn  by  woodwinds,  strings,  harp,  brass,  and  per- 
cussion. They  then  combine  to  repeat  the  theme,  and  afterwards  make 
separate  entrances  in  a fugue.  All  ends  in  an  elaborate  coda.  The 
present  speaker,  Leonard  Burkat,  is  the  orchestra’s  Music  Adminis- 
trator. 

MARCH,  “UP  THE  STREET”  - MORSE. 

At  Harvard  (Class  of  '96),  Robert  G.  Morse  studied  music  with  the 
famous  Prof.  John  Knowles  Paine.  This  training  resulted  in  Morse’s 
composing  this  march,  a piano  duet  in  its  original  form.  He  took  the 
title  from  his  habit  of  seeking  a pleasant  evening  with  friends  “up  the 
street”  from  his  residence  on  Brattle  Street,  Cambridge.  Published  in 
orchestral  form,  the  composition  got  a fine  start  on  its  long  career  from 
the  then  prevalent  custom  of  dancing  two-steps  to  marches.

This  perennial  favorite  of  Boston  Pops  audiences  (in  the  orchestral 
transcription  by  Helmesberger)  was  played  originally  by  Boston  Sym- 
phony musicians  during  the  winter  Symphony  season  in  the  i88o’s 
with  phenomenal  audience  response.  This  was  true  in  Boston,  and  in 
New  York  on  the  Orchestra’s  first  appearance  there  February  14,  1887, 
with  Wilhelm  Gericke  as  conductor. 

“BOLERO’’ - MAURICE  RAVEL  (1875-1937) 

First  as  a ballet  to  a choreograph  of  Fokine,  presented  in  1928  by 
Ida  Rubinstein,  noted  Parisian  dancer,  and  oftenest  afterward  as  a 
virtuoso  orchestral  piece,  this  last  orchestral  score  of  Ravel  except  for 
his  two  piano  concertos  brought  him  far  wider  fame,  and  richer  finan- 
cial return,  than  any  of  his  preceding  and  artistically  superior  works. 

VIOLIN  CONCERTO  - MENDELSSOHN  (1809-1847). 

Its  perfection  of  grace  in  melody  and  delicacy  of  orchestration 
inspired  in  an  English  admirer  the  remark  that  Beethoven  had  written 
the  Adam  of  violin  concertos,  and  Mendelssohn  the  Eve.

Program  Notes 

By  Laning  Humphrey 


A LITTLE  WHO'S  WHO  ON  THE  STRAUSSES. 

The  predominance  of  the  name  Strauss  on  Monday’s  program  sug- 
gests a review  of  family  identifications,  and  here  they  are. 

Johann  Strauss,  the  Elder  (1804-1849),  is  called  “The  Father  of 
the  Waltz."  With  his  partner,  Josef  Lanner,  he  pioneered  the  enlarge-  I 
ment  of  the  waltz  from  a short,  repetitive  utility  piece  for  dancing,  to 
a varied  composition  notable  for  its  range  of  sentimental  and  orchestral 
interest.  In  this  he  ultimately  surpassed  Lanner. 

He  also  created  a remarkable  orchestra  which,  under  his  leadership, 
won  great  fame  in  his  native  Vienna,  and  throughout  Europe  on  tours.  , 

Johann  Strauss,  Junior  (1825-1899)  surpassed  his  father  in  develop- 
ment of  the  waltz,  each  of  which  from  his  pen  became  a suite  of  waltzes, 
with  introduction  and  coda.  His  rhythmic  subtlety,  his  adroitness  in 
instrumentation,  his  variety  of  expression,  early  won  him  the  title  of 
“The  Waltz  King,”  and  he  remains  its  unchallenged  possessor.  His 
orchestra  and  his  conducting  won  him  fame  equal  to  or  surpassing 
that  of  his  father  in  those  two  respects.  In  addition,  he  distinguished 
himself  as  a composer  of  operettas.  He  conducted  14  concerts  in  Boston,

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Eduard  Strauss  (1835-1916),  youngest  brother  of  Johann,  Jr. 
Although  he  published  more  than  300  dance  pieces,  he  was  chiefly 
esteemed  as  a conductor.  In  this  capacity  he  toured  this  country  in 
1892  and  1901-2.  He  was  advertised  under  his  brother’s  title  of  “The 
Waltz  King.’’ 

Richard  Strauss,  composer  of  masterly  songs,  symphonic  poems,  and 
operas,  was  born  in  Germany  in  1864,  died  there  in  1949,  and  was  no 
relation  of  the  Viennese  Strausses. 

FRANZ  STRAUSS  (1822-1905) 

The  father  of  Richard,  he  was  noted  as  a virtuoso  of  the  French 
horn  for  which  he  composed  concert  works  and  exercises.  He  was  solo 
hornist  at  the  Hofoper  in  Munich  and  was  engaged  by  Wagner  to  play 
important  solos  in  the  premites  of  Tristan,  Die  Meistersinger,  and 
Parsifal.  His  technical  prowess  influenced  the  treatment  of  the  horn 
in  scores  by  his  son  Richard,  as  well  as  in  the  mentioned  works  of 
Wagner.

The  villagers  thoroughly  enjoy 
the  Corregidor’s  discomfiture.  Meanwhile,  Frasquita  and  her  husband 
are  reunited,  and  join  with  the  villagers  in  a joyful  celebration.  They 
are  sure  that  the  Corregidor  and  his  henchmen  will  be  too  embarrassed 
to  cause  them  any  further  trouble.

“THE  BARTERED  BRIDE”  — BEDRICH  SMETANA  (1824-1884) 

The  opera  recounts  the  outwitting  of  a wily  marriage  brokei  (a 
customary  adjunct  to  Czech  peasant  marriages)  by  Hans,  the  hero. 
Mary  loves  Hans.  But  her  parents  are  rich,  his  are  unknown,  and  he 
is  a servant  in  her  family.  It  is  the  plan  of  the  marriage  broker  for 
Mary  to  be  wedded  to  the  dim-witted  Wenzel,  stepson  of  the  weak  ly 
peasant,  Micha.  Success  with  the  match  will  bring  a high  fee  to  the 
broker.  But  he  finds  Mary  and  her  mother  immune  to  his  arguments 
in  favor  of  the  virtuous  character  — and  parental  wealth  — of  Wenze  . 
He  sets  to  work  on  the  neediness  of  Hans,  offering  him  money  in  rettini 
for  a renunciation  of  Mary.  An  agreement  is  signed.  Hans  thereby 
puts  himself  in  a very  unfavorable  light  to  Mary,  the  villagers  - and 
die  opera  audience.  But  he  has  bartered  with  the  elated  marriage 
broker  to  adopt  his  own  phraseology  in  the  document,  by  which  word- 
ing Hans  agrees  that  “none  other  than  Micha’s  son  shall  wed  Mary. 
Then  it  turns  out  than  Hans  is  the  long-lost  son  of  Micha.  Since  the 
rival  Wenzel  is  only  a stepson,  Hans  really  has  a signed  contract  with 
the  broker  to  wed  Mary  himself,  and  all  goes  merrily  thereafter.

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BALLET  MUSIC  FROM  “FAUST”  - GOUNOD  (1818-1893). 

Here  is  the  plot  of  the  ballet:  By  his  black  magic,  Mephistopheles 
confronts  Faust  with  a sumptuous  feast  and  entertainment  presided 
over  by  Cleopatra  attended  by  Nubian  slaves;  Helen  of  Troy,  Lais, 
and  Phryne,  with  female  retinues.  They  invite  Faust  and  Mephisto- 
pheles to  join  the  festivities.  Phryne  performs  a veil  dance.  A bac- 
dianalian  revel  follows.  All  this  is  suddenly  superseded  by  a vision  of 
Marguerite  with  a red  mark  around  her  throat  as  if  to  guide  the  heads- 
man's axe. 

CONCERTO  No.  1 IN  E-FLAT  FOR  PIANO  AND  ORCHESTRA 
-LISZT  (1811-1886). 

UNLIKE  the  conventional  concerto  with  its  three  movements,  ^ this 
work  has,  apparently,  only  one.  In  reality,  it  has  four  subdivisions, 
like  a symphony,  but  it  is  much  more  compressed,  and  its  divisions  are 
interwoven  with  the  thematic  material  in  the  typical  fashion  of  one  of 
Liszt’s  symphonic  poems. 

The  composer’s  use  of  the  triangle  as  an  aid  in  “dynamic  and 
rhythmic  spicing  and  enhancement”  had  a very  unfortunate  result 
when  this  work  was  first  played  in  Vienna,  in  the  season  of  1856-57. 
The  powerful  critic,  Hanslick,  blasted  the  composer  for  writing  a 
“Triangle  Concerto,”  and  for  some  twelve  years  thereafter  no  one 
would  play  it  in  Vienna.  Then  a woman  pianist,  Sophie  Menter,  had 
the  courage  to  ignore  warnings;  she  played  the  concerto  and  won  a 
triumph  for  it  and  for  herself. 

OZAN  MARSH 

Combining  musicianship  with  a sense  of  excitement,  Ozan  Marsh 
has  scored  extraordinary  successes  in  five  previous  Pops  seasons,  as  he 
has  done  in  several  coast-to-coast  tours,  and  also  in  numerous  appear- 
ances with  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  Tour  Orchestra.  All  together, 
he  has  played  in  two  hundred  concerts  in  the  past  few  seasons,  in  this 
country  and  Canada,  either  as  recitalist  or  as  soloist  with  orchestra.

The  composer  based  this  music  on  a poem  of  Lamartine,  with  which 
he  prefaced  the  score.  The  poet’s  theme  is  that  life  is  a succession  of 
preludes  to  death.  Faithful  to  the  episodes  of  the  poetry,  the  music 
pictures  man  in  love,  in  disappointment,  in  the  quest  of  calm,  in  the 
restoration  of  self-confidence  through  the  tests  of  battle. 

“KISS  ME,  KATE’’ -COLE  PORTER. 

The  title  is  a direct  quotation  from  Shakespeare’s  boisterous  comedy, 
“The  Taming  of  the  Shrew,’’  from  which  this  popular  show  of  stage 
and  screen  was  devised.  Its  ingenious  book  is  by  Sam  and  Bella 
Spewack,  its  lyrics  as  well  as  music,  by  Cole  Porter. 

In  the  show,  a dramatic  company  is  working  on  a production  of 
“The  Taming  of  the  Shrew.’’  The  stars  are  Fred  Graham  and  his 
recently  divorced  wife,  Lily.  Their  temperaments  correspond  pretty 
closely  to  those  of  the  shrewish  Katharina,  and  her  tempestuous, 
masterful,  and  termagant-taming  wooer,  Petruchio.  Completely  ex- 
hausting Katharina’s  tricks  of  temperament,  Petruchio  converts  her 
into  a loving  wife  who  delivers  a remarkable  speech  on  the  duties  of 
wives.  Whereupon  Petruchio  exclaims,  “Why,  there’s  a wenchl  Come 
on  and  kiss  me,  Katel’’  Our  musical  comedy  ends  with  Petruchio-Fred 
winning  back  the  love  of  Katharina-Lily.

OVERTURE  TO  “LA  GAZZA  LADRA"  (THE  THIEVING 
MAGPIE)  - ROSSINI. 

After  the  overture  to  “William  Tell,”  this  is,  on  points  of  originality, 
perhaps  the  best  of  Rossini’s  many  fine  overtures,  according  to  the 
composer’s  devoted  English  biographer,  Toye. 

BALLET  MUSIC,  “GAITE  PARISIENNE”  (PARISIAN  GAYETY) 

— OFFENBACH  (b.  Cologne,  1819;  d.  Paris,  1880). 

Its  melodies  are  selected  from  various  works  of  Offenbach,  such  as 
“Orpheus  in  Hades,”  “Fair  Helen,”  and  “Tales  of  Hoffmann.”  The 
characters  of  the  ballet  are  largely  drawn  from  those  of  “Parisian  Life.” 

“Parisian  Life”  found  its  fun  in  showing  what  might  happen  if 
members  of  the  working  class  should  mimic  their  “betters”  in  the  social  i 
whirl.  For  example,  a head  waiter  shows  himself  as  a man  of  “infinite  f 
resource  and  sagacity,”  like  Kipling’s  mariner  swallowed  by  a whale. 

OVERTURE  “LEONORE,”  No.  3 - BEETHOVEN  (1770-1827). 

Of  the  four  overtures  which  Beethoven  composed  for  his  one  opera, 
“Fidelio”  — originally  entitled  “Leonore”  — this  one  has  won  the 
highest  esteem  for  performance  on  the  concert  stage. 

Wagner  wrote  of  it:  “This  work  is  no  longer  an  overture,  but  the 
mightiest  of  dramas  in  itself.” 

“BOLERO”  - MAURICE  RAVEL  (1875-1937) 

First  as  a ballet  to  a choreograph  of  Fokine,  presented  in  1928  by 
Ida  Rubinstein,  noted  Parisian  dancer,  and  oftenest  afterward  as  a 
virtuoso  orchestral  piece,  this  last  orchestral  score  of  Ravel  except  for 
his  two  piano  concertos  brought  him  far  wider  fame,  and  richer  finan- 
cial return,  than  any  of  his  preceding  and  artistically  superior  works.

Winner  of  the  1961  Young  Artists’  Award  of  the  National  Federation 
of  Music  Clubs,  he  teaches  at  the  School  of  Music,  Woman’s  College, 
University  of  North  Carolina. 

CAPRICCIO  ESPAGNOL  - RIMSKY-KORSAKOFF  (1844-1908). 

Virtually  a concerto  for  orchestra  and  various  solo  instruments. 

It  so  delighted  the  St.  Petersburg  orchestra  which  first  played  it  (in 
1887),  that  the  men  applauded  the  composer  at  rehearsal.  He  rewarded 
them  by  printing  all  their  names  in  the  score.

Originally  this  was  an  introduction  to  Act  2 of  the  opera  "Benvenuto 
Cellini.  The  point  of  departure  of  the  libretto  is  an  episode  in  the 
autobiography  of  the  celebrated  Florentine  goldsmith  and  adventurer 
- the  almost  disastrous  casting  of  the  famous  statue  of  Perseus  and 
Medusa. 

The  overture  is  dominated  by  a saltarello  from  the  carnival  scene; 
and  an  aria  of  Cellini  in  the  preceding  act,  which  supplies  the  haunting 
melody  for  English  horn. 

LE  DELUGE -SAINT-SAENS  (1835-1921). 

Called  a “Biblical  poem”  by  the  composer,  the  work  is  of  cantata 
design. 

The  string  Prelude  as  a whole  represents  the  sad  words  in  Genesis, 
“And  God  repented  having  created  the  world.” 

Its  melody  is  expressive  of  the  original  purity  from  which  mankind 
lapsed.
